42.000.000 francs. 
With regard to the 
windfall of 610,000,000 francs per an­ 
num which the state will have at its 
disposal in 1950, when the railways 
of France become 
its 
property, M. 
Roche points out that the profits of 
the railways in France will have much 
increased in that time. 
He estimates 
from the growth of traffic that the net 
profits of the railways will be at least 
1.042.000.000 francs._________

IN HONOR OF A HERO 


New York’s Greeting to Admiral Dewey the Most 
Magnificent Demonstration in 
the Nation’s History 


WARSHIPS 
IN 
BRILLIANT 
ARRAY 


The Naval Parade a Stupendous Marine Picture, the 
■, Like of Which Was Never Equaled 
the World Over. 


Admiral George Dewey arrived off New York a t daw n Tuesday 
Horning, after an absence in foreign w aters of tw enty-three months. 
The Olympia’s arrival w as a surprise to New Yorkers, as she came iii 
tw o days sooner than expected. Tuesday was given over to the ex­ 
change of official visits w ith the officers of the North A tlantic squad­ 
ron. W ednesday the Olympia dropped down to take her place a t the 
head of the column of warships w hich were w aiting.to greet the ad­ 
m iral. The glorious welcome tendered the hero of M anila by his com­ 
rades in “arm s was the most impressive ceremony ever w itnessed in this 
country. Thursday the official welcome of the State of New York was 
tendered by Gov. Roosevelt. 


New York, Oct. I. — No Roman con­ 
queror returned to his trium phs of bar­ 
baric splendor; no victor, chieftain or 
prince, coming home from a successful 
w ar, ever received such a magnificent 
ovation as overwhelmed Admiral Dew­ 
ey as he stood on the bridge of the 
Olympia a t the head of a magnificent 
fleet of steel thundcrers of the deep, 
followed 
by 
a thousand 
vessels of 
peace, each tiered and 
coated black 
w ith people, over the black w aters of 
the upper bay, over the broad pathw ay 
of the sunlit river whose shores were 
covered w ith thousands of stream ers 
and flags th at waved 
in the breeze. 
The wharves, piers, rock heights and 
grassy knolls were black w ith frantic, 
enthusiastic people, who strived weak­ 
ly to make their shouts heard above 
the perfect bedlam of tooting whistles 
th at accompanied the adm iral, ashore 
aud afloat. 
As the tomb of G rant at Riverside 
Park w as reached 
the 
fleet paid its 
tribute to the 
memory of 
the great 
w arrior with a national salute of twen­ 
ty-one roaring guns. 
The fleet then 
anchored a id reviewed the alm ost end­ 
less procession of craft th at steamed 
past, all so burdened w ith hum anity 
th at they looked as if they would turn 
turtle before they 
got back to their 
piers. Tow ard Hie end the parade got 
disorganized and it took hours for the 
heterogeneous fleet to get by. 
D ark­ 
ness at last brought relief to the tired 
adm iral, who had stood on the bridge 
for six hours bowing ids acknowledg­ 
m ents to the stentorian expressions of 
homage. 
New York has 
N e v e r W it n e s s e d B e fo r e 
anything approaching tliis wonderful, 
rem arkable dem onstration. 
The Co­ 
lum bian naval parade, the dedication 
of G rant’s tomb and the reception of 
the North Atlantic squadron last fall, 
all pale before this gigantic ovation to 
the sailor who, in a single morning, 
destroyed an enemy’s fleet without the 
loss of a m an or a ship. 
It is not beyond the m ark to say that 
three m illian 
people 
viewed the pa­ 
geant from shore and th at a quarter of 
a million were afloat. W hen New York 
turned out to the celebration yesterday 
m orning a light haze hung over the 
harbor, but this w as soon burned up 
by the bright sun, which bathed the 
sea and city with its brilliant radiance. 
W ind was strong and gusty and kept 
•the flags flapping. 
The w ater under 
the fresh breeze made the dancing lit­ 
tle waves which seemed to raise their 
cresty heads in anticipation of a sight 
of the conquerer. 
People who went down the hay were 
lost in adm iration at the scene along 
the river front. 
On the 
East river, 
from the bridge to the battery,, where 
sailing craft lie in groves, the spars 
were covered with such a iliads of color 
as m ight be 
compared 
to a maple- 
grown hillside 
in the 
deep autum n. 
Tall spars of the clippers were con­ 
spicuous for their ensigns and signals. 
Every craft in the harbor w as decked 
o u t from stem 
to stern with all the 
grace and 
attractiveness known to 
skippers. But the display In the East 
river w as not to 
be compared with 
th a t of the North river, up which the 
procession was 
to pass. 
From the 
peaks of every pier long rope* strung 
w ith 
F l e a s o f E v e r y l i n e 
w ere Wretched to the snubbing post at 
the corner, the fronts were decorated 
w ith the m ultitude of gay colors. There 
w ere flags on the stuffs and lines of 
flags above the tops. 
The vessels ut the side were dressed 
from stem to taffrail mid some carried 
flags on their yards aud had their deck 
houses covered. 
The wind shook the 
banners from 
millions 
of windows, 
porticos and even steeples, and novel, 
perhaps, In this generation did hearts 
th at love it, bound so quickly at the 
sight of the flag. Up the river, far off 
Jersey shores, and 
from the misty 
palisades, it blew. 
Very early the fleet of steam ships, 
steam boats, yachts and 
tugs which 
were to have a place in the line began 
moving down the bay to the alloted 
{Mints where the several divisions w ert 
to form, but m any of them could not 
resist the tem ptation to ti rat visit the 
anchorage of 
the 
m en-of-war off 
Tompkinsville, and before l l o’clock 
the Olympia w as surrounded by a per­ 
fect mob of every known kind of craft, 
all 
swarm ing 
w ith 
people, circling 
around, or pushing their noses close up 
to the ship to get a glimpse of the ad ­ 
m iral pacing the 
quarter-deck. 
The 
bands on board 
the excursion boats 
played stirring airs and whistles and 
sirens of the other craft made the ulr 
hideous by their shrieks. 
They kept 
doming, coming in pairs and half-doz- 
tns, until they lay a dozen deep, resist 
lag the charges of the patrol boats in 
their determ ination 
to 
get 
within 
•boating distance. 
T heir 


R e c k l e i a n e H W a s A m u s in g . 
They ran across each other’s bows; 
rubbed against each other, they pushed 
boats’ sterns until further movement 
w as impossible in tile inextricable con­ 
fusion. 
It was 
with 
great difficulty 
th a t the police boats could clear pass­ 
age for the adm iral’s launch when he 
wont off to return the official visit of 
the mayor, and when he did setp in his 
launch the patriotic skippers grabbed 


shii>« Indiana and M assachusetts, the 
cruiser Brooklyn, battleship Texas, the

M arietta and the Chicago, the flagship 
of the South A tlantic squadron. 
Admiral Dewey w ent up into the a f­ 
ter bridge as soon as the sta rt w as 
made and remained there during the 
parade, 
A H e r o ic F i g u r e 
outlined against the sky for the thou­ 
sands ashore and afloat. 
The guns of 
the Olympia only spoke once 
before 
G rant’s tomb was reached. T hat was 
when they barked 
in answ er 
to the 
deep baying of the gens of old Fort 
W illiam on Governor’s island. 
W hen 
tile fleet rounded tho stake t>ont above 
G rant’s tomb on Riverside avenue, and 
each ship had let go Its salute, the 
sound th at arose was inspiring, a mad 
fantastic roar Hint continued for al­ 
most ten minutes. Tho parade at this 
point began to become disorganized, 
many pleasure craft leaving the line 
la low and crowding so fiercely about 
the Olympia th at she w as maneuvered 
with great difficulty. 
The excursion 
beats, loaded to the guards with peo­ 
ple. were almost crim inally reckless as 
they passed ulong, m any of them list- 
e l so far th at one wheel w as buried 
deep while the other scarcely touched 
the water.

On the port beam of tho 
Olympia w as the escorting ship Sandy 
Hook, with the mayor and other dig­

proud men of our land aud sea forces, 
m ilitia of ten states and the veterans 
of tile Civil nnd Spiinlsh-American 
w ars swelled the procession and gave 
it the dignity In size th at it held in 
sentim ent. There wus stretched down 
the line of parade on either side a 
dense, im penetrable 
m ass of people, 
who overflowed into the building, w in­ 
dows and onto the reads, sat in em­ 
brasures and crowded scaffolding. 
At 
Broadway, where it. crosses the ave­ 
nue, the skyscrapers were as crowded
